Three possible solutions to the 
constant flooding of the Indian Run 
area were mentioned by Borough 
Engineer Robert DeBell at Mon­ 
day’s council meeting. 
The pro­ 
posals have been submitted to the 
state as a basis on which to work. 
They include improvement of the 
present channel, creating a piped 
drain down Roy and on to the Cone­ 
wango Creek, or a route directly 
down the hill east of Fifth to Cone­ 
wango Creek. 
In the last plan the 
present channel would be retained 
to handle an overflow. A pipe would 
be run into the ground back of the 
homes along the Avenue. 
Mr. DeBell also reported that the 
state hopes to start working on the 
ower portion of Glade Run this fall, 
and hopes to do the upper portion 
next spring. 
He acknowledged the" 
receipt of a petition from 150 re si­ 
dents of the Indian Run area who 
apparently want to know when they 
are going to get something a little 
more tangible than talk from the 
state. 
Mr. DeBell said that meetings 
had been held with state officials, 
state men have been in W arren to 
ook at the stream s, plans for Glade 
run were forwarded several weeks 
ago, and plans for Indian Run would 
be sent within ten days. 
He said 
the state is tied up with projects in 
other areas which resulted from 
previous floods. 
Leroy Schneck read a review of 
a survey made by the W arren Cham­ 
ber of Commerce airport committee 
which revealed that most of thirty- 
five industries contacted would like 
to have the present airport maintain­ 
ed and kept open. Five of them will 
buy planes if the port is repaired. 
Industry also is willing to pay at 
least half of the $8,000 to $10,000 
needed to repair the runways. 
Council voted to empower the 
proper officials to enter into lease 
agreements for the use of the port. 
A month ago it did the same in 
respect to an Ohio man who had 
expressed his wish to lease the 
port. 
Council approved the results of 
civil service examinations held for 
policemen and firemen. 
W. E. 


Hewitt and Howard Ristau were 
made sergeants as the result of 
their high marks. 
Charles Dor- 
otic s was approved as a proba­ 
tionary patrolman. 
Leon H. Mintzer led the firem en’s 
examination and was named assist­ 
ant chief. 
Erma Fitzgerald was 
advanced to captain. This term inat­ 
ed the temporary status of David 
Main as captain. 


Councilman M iller reported that 
lls ambulance committee had been 
notified that a citizens committee 
lad submitted a report on the am­ 
bulance problem. 
The report sug­ 
gested that the ambulance service 
is a borough council responsibility, 
that a volunteer arrangement would 
not be efficient, and that a mill of 
tax would finance the cost. It was 
referred to the borough’s ambulance 
committee for study. 
Engineer DeBell told council of a 
federal law which provides funds for 
disposal plants. The help amounts to 
fifty per cent or a maximum of about 
$200,000. 
President Laskaris ap­ 
pointed Councilmen Frantz, T or­ 
rance, 
Me r e n i c k , 
Emery, and 
Patchen to serve as a disposal plant 
committee for continued study of this 
problem. 


Councilman 
Patchen 
said 
he 
thought the firemen should be com­ 
plimented on their fine work at major 
fires this past year and that their 
assistance at the recent Youngsville 
fire was greatly appreciated by that 
community. 
He also revealed that W arren had 
received a plaque for being one 
of three boroughs in the state to 
complete 1955 without an accident. 
He gave the police credit for this 
record. 
Council approved requests to the 
state for traffic surveys of intersec­ 
tions at East and Pennsylvania and 
M orrison and Pennsylvania to de­ 
term ine if traffic lights are needed. 
The one at Morrison would replace 
the one at Pine and would be an 
actuated light which would turn to 
green when a car approached to 
enter Pennsylvania ave., and would 
be manually controlled by pedes­ 
trians.

COMMISSION IS 60 YEARS OLD 
This year the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission celebrates its 60th An­ 
niversary, having come into ex­ 
istence in 1896. 
In recognition of 
the milestone H. L. Buchanan, Vice- 
President of the organization, ad­ 
dressed Game Commission person­ 
nel in attendance at the recent in- 
service training conference at the 
Mont Alto Forestry School. 
In his address the official took 
note of the agency’s sm all begin­ 
ning at the time Pennsylvania was 
a “ shot out’’ state, and its continued 
growth to recognition as one of 
the nation’s leading wildlife con­ 
servation organizations. These were 
a few of the accomplishments he 
cited: 
The comeback of the deer herd, 
due to supporting legislation, the 
game refuge system and stocking 


of the popular big game animals; the 
return of beavers to the state, 
through stocking and protection; the 
successful introduction of the ring­ 
necked pheasant; the production and 
release of truly wild turkeys and the 
expansion of their range and num­ 
bers across Pennsylvania. 
The purchase of vast acreages of 
State Game Lands in every part of 
the Commonwealth; the development 
of m arsh ponds for waterfowl and the 
introduction of ducks in likely water 
areas; the inception and develop­ 
ment of the popular Farm Game 
Project program; the program of 
training young men to become quali­ 
fied Game Protectors; and other 
accomplishments of the Commis­ 
sion, mostly in this century. 
In 
closing, Commissioner Bu­ 
chanan remarked on the fact that 
open hunting territory in Pennsyl­ 


vania is dwindling while hunting 
pressure and the need for such 
areas increase. 
He pledged that 
despite these and other problems a 
forward-looking Game Commission, 
using the best available game man­ 
agement techniques and competent 
personnel, would maintain Pennsyl­ 
vania’s reputation as the state having 
the best diversified hunting in the 
nation.

O v e r t u r n i n g cars and breath- 
catching skids only add to the en- 
oyment of the public at the R oll-0- 
3owl race track. A bevy of skillful 
drivers vie each Sunday afternoon 
for fame and cash prizes before the 
thousands of spectators who jam the 
converted pasture and cheer for 
their favorites. 
The track is bulldozed to a rela­ 
tively flat surface but contains the 
ups and downs of the natural ter­ 
rain and has two dangerous, bumpy 
curves where cars often end their 
races, wheels pointing skyward,and 
d r i v e r s 
scrambling for safety 
through the maze of other racers. 
A small stream has been piped under 
ground for the track’s convenience 
out is an ever-present water supply 
for the steaming radiators of the 
decade-old stock cars. 
If you were to view the area from 
the air it would resemble a junk 
yard and a circular road where the 
allopies walk the last mile. 
But 
when the flag waver encourages the 
start of a field of more than thirty 
cars the atmosphere changes im­ 
mediately and the tenseness of im­ 
pending danger grips the audience 
composed of men, women, boys and 
girls. 
"Oohs” and "A ahs’* greet 
every skidding turn, pushing and 
twisting autos, and they stand when 
flop-overs seem imminent or the 
track becomes so crowded with 
konked-out junkers that the travel 
area becomes greatly constricted. 
Some times they have to push each 
other to get started (it hardly pays 
to equip with charged batteries) and 
often they have to be towed back to 
the resting places after feature 
races, but when they are moving, 
every one forgets their shortcom­ 
ings and every eye keeps trained on 
the doughnut track. 
If you are not an expert you can 
easily miss the winner. The track 
is so small in circumference that 
the leader may be in the midst of 
the field, one or two laps ahead, 
and unless you are the head scor­ 
er who marks off each time a car 
passes the starting line, you may 
think he’s fourth or fifth when he’s 
in for top money. 
There are no 
manners, however, because they 
push and scramble for the lead. 
And the junker which is out in front 
most of the time can easily go over 
the edge, end up in the creek, or land 
on its side, and the underdog can be 
the first to greet the checkered flag. 
Don’t be surprised at what you 
see. 
The girls (powder puff races 
they call them — don’t be misled 
by the smoothness of the name) are 
considered the most vicious. They 
neither give nor ask any quarter 
and are out to win. When I visited 
the track they had a harmless con­ 
test among three ladies named a 
‘grudge match” which may give an 
indication of the strenuous nature 
of the race. 
Sometimes, they find 
it too boring trying the track in the 
conventional manner so they mix it 
up by racing backwards. From the 
jostling they receive from other 
autos and the natural bumps on the 
dirt track they probably spend the

FALL QUESTIONS 
The fall was kicked in with snappy 
weather and a few footballs Saturday 
afternoon, immediately providing us 
with several questions. The puzzler 
of the day was the crowd. 
Last 
year we had one of the best teams 
in Pennsylvania, and possibly the 
best. 
This season we are starting 
with just one of those unbeaten 
regulars. 
The rebuilding job that 
may take a couple seasons is on. 
Despite this situation there were 
more people in the stands 
last 
Saturday than we rem ember seeing 
for any game on M emorial field in 
1955. 
What an em barrassing and 
frustrating position for a coach? 
They didn’t turn out to see his best 
but they fill the seats to watch him 
start from scratch. 
Our question is, "W here were 
you people last y ear?" 
0 
Another one that puzzles us is 
the size of the Warren team. Corry 
is a sm aller town, yet it seemed to 
have more beef out there than we did. 
Where are our big boys? We realize 
we probably have some large ones 
who still are growing fast and no 
doubt are falling over their own feet. 
This always is with us. But the law 
of average says there must be some 
husky ones who are not awkward. 
How come loyalty to one’s town and 
school doesn’t send a larger number 
of these m uscular youngsters out 
there to help the team? 
• 
Another one that bothers us is the 
custom of opening the season against 
Corry. In those old days of which we 
so often are apt to boast, the season 
was opened against a soft spot, such 
as Youngsville. 
Some times we 
played two sm aller opponents on 
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successive S a t u r d a y s , such as 
Youngsville and Sheffield. And those 
games went down in the record as 
victories . . . if we won. There were 
exceptions when we didn’t. 
Which 
pretty well proves our 
point. If a team can be so ragged on 
the opening day that it may be 
knocked off by boys from a town a 
tenth our size, we certainly are 
asking for trouble when we schedule 
the Beavers. 
For years we tuned up against E rie 
Academy. 
It always was booked as 
an unofficial practice gam e, but when 
the season’s records were counted 
up we never saw Erie refusing to take 
credit for the victory. 
It can be argued that such an open­ 
ing is fair for both team s. We will 
agree with that if both teams have 
the sam e athletic policy. But Corry 
and Warren do not. There is much 
more em phasis on sports in Corry 
than in Warren and the result is that 
their teams are ready earlier. Their 
sum m er practice is much more con­ 
centrated and intense than ours. 
We doubt if this pays off for Corry 
in the long run. We have noted that 
their teams that look so powerful 
early in the season begin to get 
knocked off at later dates when other 
schools find their stride. 
Another 
reason why we see no reason for 
Warren being chosen as the one to 
beard the beaver. 
Perhaps it again will be argued 
that all the prospective opponents 
are 
placing 
more 
emphasis on 
sports. 
By emphasis we assum e it 
is meant that they start teaching 
them early and the coach has full 
charge of their training from the 
seventh or eighth grade up. 
Is there something wrong with that 
if it is done by a good coach who has 
the right influence on the boys? Is 
there something wrong with teaching 
them to kick a ball, throw it, make a 
tackle right, block correctly, and 
generally handle themselves in a way 
that will be effective, and at the sam e 
time reduce their own potential in­ 
juries? 
If the pressure isn’t placed on the 
coach to be a high school Rockne, we 
see nothing wrong with teaching the

The joint committee of the W ar­ 
ren Area Joint School Board had 
17 interested visitors on hand when 
President Melvin G. Keller banged 
the gavel to open Monday night’s 
monthly session.

School 
officials went into an executive s e s ­ 
sion to reach a decision granting 
the citizens committee or anyone 
else the privilege of studying the 
report. 
President Keller welcomed the 
observers and encouraged further 
public participation and interest in 
school issu es. 
It was the decision of the commit­ 
tee Monday night to ask the two 
architectural firm s to restudy the 
figures of their previous recom ­ 
mendations regarding a new high 
school for Warren area. Why? In 
light of increased costs and a r e ­ 
vised room schedule. 
The firm s will be asked to sub­ 
mit their rem arks as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
What to do when the state survey 
committee submits its report and 
recommendations for a new school 
was also up for discussion. 
State Approval was received for 
the lunch and milk program . Stu­ 
dents will be able to purchase five 
half-pints of milk for 20 cents and 
a complete meal for 30 cents. The 
state also approved a tuition rate 
of $27.84 for Beaty and $31.33 for 
high school. 
O rders for the month were ap­ 
proved in the amount of $3990. Also 
$96.50 for janitors' overtime and 
$823 for special services. B ills 
ordered paid totalled $40,973, nearly 
75 per cent of which goes to the 
authority. 
It was announced that M iss Cath­ 
erine Henderson and M iss Jean 
Spencer had acquired their M aster’s 
degree. M iss Christine Hurd was 
given perm ission to a t t e n d the 
Columbia Scholastic P ress meeting 
on yearbooks October 12-13 at New 
York City and Harry Summers to 
serve on a visiting committee at 
Corry high school.

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STOCKS A BAROMETER 
There still are those who insist 
that the stock market gamblers 
control the prosperity of the nation. 
In some ways they no doubt have 
much to do with that prosperity, but 
the stock market’s rise and fall 
is not a proof of prosperity nor a 
true indication of business con­ 
ditions. 
We are a believer in industrial 
production. 
lf the plants of our 
nation are producing and are selling 
what they produce, men are working 
and men are buying. If that does not 
provide at least a fair prosperity, 
nothing under our free enterprise 
system will. 
There are other measures, of 
course, such as commodity price 
levels, freight car loadings, and the

consumption of key products or ma­ 
terials. You will find none of th e s e 
following 
the stock market line. 
For example, the last half of 1953 
industrial production took a very 
sharp nose-dive, leveling off and 
holding to a comparatively low point 
through nine months of 1954. 
While this was going on the prices 
of 420 industrial stocks were climb­ 
ing one hundred per centi How can 
you consider stock prices as a bar­ 
ometer of business conditions when 
they soar while industrial production 
falls off? 
In that same period the prices of 
commodities 
were holding about 
even, though the farm level of prices 
was 
zig-zagging 
up 
and down, 
eventually reaching a point in late 
1954 which was about ten per cent 
lower than the 1947 to 1949 average. 
Other commodities were about ten 
per cent higher. This evened up the 
price line but again the lines on a 
graph did not tell the true story of 
all involved. 
In 1955 industrial production made 
a steady climb, rising about ten per 
cent of the 1947-49 level. The stock 
market figures did not tell the same 
story. 
They were very unsteady, 
rising’ and falling in sharp dips and 
climbs which had no parallel in the 
industrial production line nor in 
prices. 
This summer was the real pay-off. 
About 
m id-year industrial pro­ 
duction took a sudden drop that 
almost reached the low level of 
1954. 
What happened to those 420 
industrial stocks? 
They climbed 
to a record high! 


Meanwhile, 
freight carloadings 
were at a lower point than at any 
time in the past few years, and farm 
prices which had been gradually 
climbing upward after a new low in 
late 1955, also started downward. 
Every business indicator at mid­ 
year said that things were not so 
good. 
The stock market said they 
were wonderful. 
We mention this for one of sev­ 
eral reasons. 
Mainly we believe 
people are too prone to be alarmed 
when the market moves downward. 
And they are too optimistic when it 
keeps climbing. 
We suggest that 
business conditions and the market 
are not as synonimous as once 
might have been the case.

COSTLY PUBLICITY 
The Nation reports a frightening 
aspect of our news mediums and 
the mis-use thereof by those who 
wish to influence public thinking. 
It reports that the American Medi­ 
cal Association paid almost five 
million dollars to a pair of public 
relations experts to lick the T ru­ 
man health insurance. 
This pair 
successfully got it labeled as "so ­ 
cialized medicine". 
For that kind 
of money they obviously can obtain 
news space and time to sell many 
ideas and many people. 
Wonder 
which party is using them this fall?

ENCOURAGING 
Along medical lines we always 
are interested in developments that 
bring hope to the afflicted. 
The 
Pennsylvania Medical Journal re­ 
ports that ninety per cent of those 
who have suffered a stroke affect­ 
ing one side of the body can take 
care of themselves within a year, 
and thirty per cent can return to 
useful employment through a pro­ 
gram of rehabilitation. The physi­ 
cian’s “responsibility with the one 
million hemiplegics in the United 
States today does not end when the 
acute phase of the treatment is 
passed. 
And rehabilitation cannot 
be accomplished in a few days. 
Which suggests again the need 
for additional hospital rooms. More 
time in the retraining period also 
may mean more time in the hospital 
if we are to be truly interested in 
the restitution of human dignity.

The proximity of the Swick site 
to a large majority of W arren’s 
homes may be seen by a close study 
of this map. 
This site has been 
proposed as a location for a new 
Warren area high school. 
With a bus line available in War­ 
ren borough, there would be no need 
for special school busses within the 
borough lim its. Outside areas must 
DUS their young people no matter 
where the school is located. 
There are no sites within the bor­ 
ough which are large enough to 
adequately take care of present 
educational needs, allow for future 
expansion, and assure plenty 
of 
parking space. 
To create such an 
area through the purchase and de­ 
struction of existing buildings would 
be prohibitively expensive. 
For example, it has been estim at­ 
ed that to buy enough property near 
the present site to do a limited job 
would cost about $200,0001 And you 
still would not have enough property 
for a really modern school with an 
eye to the future. 
You also would be within an al­ 
ready 
overburdened traffic flow.

The map is misleading as to 
distances. You don’t walk to school 
as a bird flies. You must measure 
distance by the streets. 
A map 
also fails to reveal the concentra­ 
tion of population. 
Large areas 
on a map are given up to industry 
and account for a sm all proportion 
of your school population. 
Our outline of the Swick site is 
not completely accurate. 
It is 
approximate as to outline but ac­ 
curate as to location. 
If properly 
purchased you would enter it off 
the point of Prospect as it butts 
onto 
Fifth Avenue. 
The gravel 
banks would be leveled off, and 
your school would sit on their heights 
overlooking the town. 
Back of it 
would stretch the thirty acres of 
land. 
Our large " X ” in the dotted por­ 
tion indicates about where we be­ 
lieve the school would be construct­ 
ed, give or take a hundred feet in 
one direction or another. 
• 
We 
also have placed 
a broad 
outline around the portion of War­ 
ren which today is so heavily built 
up with homes that far over half 
the residences will be found within 
its borders. The new school would 
be well within this area. 
Add to that area the homes just 
across the Conewango Creek in the 
F irst, Second, and Third Wards. 
All of them are within easy walking 
distance of the site. 
Go to the South Side and you will 
find that it is less than a mile and a 
half from the corner of Wayne and 
Onondaga to the Swick site. 


The West Side young people would 
have to use the bus line if they did 
not choose to walk a little over a 
m ile and a half. 
The Glade Run 
residents already are over a mile 
and a half from the present school 
and would find little change in the 
distance. 
• 


We did not close up the line at 
the top of the map. 
The reason is 
that 
there 
are many homes just 
beyond Quaker rd., all of them about 
a m ile from the site. This section 
is building up very fast and soon will 
be sending many young people to our 
schools. 
The 
same is true up 
Quaker rd. 
The demands on a school and the 
plot upon which it stands are grow­ 
ing. 
In W arren we will have 444 
freshm en enter the school as sopho­ 
m ores 
next year to replace 253 
seniors. 
It probably will be neces­ 
sary to have more class periods to 
accommodate the anticipated 940 
students. 
And this is a conserva­ 
tive figure. 
Our high school enrollment now 
is 884. 
In two years it will top one 
thousand and the third year will go 
even higher. New plants have thrown 
our birth estimations out of whack 
and we actually do not know what 
our future need will be. That is why 
we suggest a flexible school with 
plenty of elbow room. 
We also must not forget that in 
order to 
meet 
state approval a 
school and its site not only must 
conform to standards and regula-
